little credence to the English police 
officials story of a dynamite conspiracy 
that it will probably refuse to grant 
the request for Tynan's extradition.

DKNVEK, Col., Sept. 17.—The Nation- 


al Association of PostOflice Clerks have 
adopted after debate an amended clas- 
sification bill which makes a material 
increase in all salaries. In first-class 
offices the minimum is StiOU, increasing 
S100 
each year until a maximum of 


SI,-200 is reached. 


Promotion to a salary of 81,400 can 


be effected with the recommendation 
of the postmaster general. The as- 
sistant postmaster, superintendent of 
mails, superintendent of city delivery, 
cashier, superintendents of money or- 
der and register departments receive a 
salary based on a percentage of the 
postmaster's salary. 


In second class post offices the mini- 


mum is increased from 8300 to $500 with 
an annual increase of 8100 annually 
until a maximum of 81,000 is reached. 
This is an increase of 8200 in the maxi- 
mum salary. 


The delegates express their entire 


satisfaction with the bill as amended. 
It will be submitted to the department 
and every effort will be made to secure 
its passage in the next congress.

Below we give a letter relating to 


ree coinage in Mexico. Its statements 
ire familiar to all readers of Mexican 
listory. 
Read it carefully and see if 


t is not convincing: 


'Having lived in Mexico and on this 


)order for the past eleven years, I have 
iad opportunities of observing 
the 


>ractical side of this Mexican dollar 
question not accorded to the majority 
of individuals. 


"To rny mind most of the so-called 


arguments for and against this useful 
:oin are not only illogical, but many of 
hem border on imbecility. 
For in- 


stance, wages are low in Mexico; that 
is, the wages of unskilled labor; but to 
argue that this is either directly or re- 
motely connected with or due to the 
use of silver as money is the height of 
absurdity. 
In the first place the large 


majority of laborers in Mexico are 
Indians, many of whom have a slight 
admixture of Spanish blood. They are 
docil, and, when properly trained, be- 
come good servants as agricultural 
laborers. 
They are, however, almost 


totally lacking in ambition. 
Their 


wants are very few, and outside of the 
very large cities and the ruining dis- 
tricts the necessities of life can be ob- 
tained for a comparatively small outlay 
in exertion, and in many sections al- 
most without the necessity of labor at 
all. 
Another important factor 
in 


previous years tending to low wages 
has been the lack of employment. 
In 


the last few years, however, owing to 
the increased industrial movement, this 
cause has been partially removed by 
the establishment of factories and Bother 
industries. 
As a result of this, we see 


the increased wage-rate in those sections 
where factories have been established. 
Again, it might be urged that the Mex- 
ican laborer is poorly paid because of 
limited productive capacity and His 
lower onfler of intelligence. 
To con- 


clude, there are no labor organizations 
in Mexico to maintain by co-operation 
the rate of wages. 


"None of these causes of low wages 


have any relation to the low price of 
silver. 
On the contrary, when the 


Mexican dollar was worth 103 cents in 
American gold (and that was not a 
great many years ago) Mexican laborers 
were much worse off than they are 
now. 
There was then no employment 


in industrial enterprises as there is 
now, aud agricltural laborers worked 
simply for their board and clothes; in 
other words, were "peons," a modified 
form of slavery. 
The fact is that tho 


condition of the working classes in 
Mexico is infinitely superior today to 
what it was then. 
They have now, in 


a measure, achieved their industrial in- 
dependence. 
They are now free to 


seek the highest market for their labor 
and are beginning to do so. 
While the 


condition of the Mexican laborer may 
not be an enviable one, it is safe to 
assert that he is, as a rule, better satis- 
fied with his lot in life and better con- 
tented than the American laborer is. 
Life is easier for him. 
In most sec- 


tions three or four clays' work in the 
week will supply all the needs of him- 
self and family. He needs no expensive 
house uor warm clothing. 
He does 


not have to buy coal to warm himself 
aud family through a long winter. He 
is healthy aud has no doctor's bills to 
pay. 
If ho had the ambition aud in- 


telligence of the average American la- 
borer he could greatly improve his coii- 
diitou in life by taking advantage of 
the opportunities presented to him. 


"If comparisons are to be drawn be- 


tween Mexico and the United States as 
to rates of wages, I would suggest the 
following as the only true method: 
Compare the wages paid the American 
carpenter, bricklayer, machinist, mill- 
wright, engineer, conductor, brakemau 
or other railroad employe, printer, 
plumber—in fact, the American me- 
chanic generally in the United States, 
with the wages paid the same Ameri- 
can mechanics in Mexico. The Ameri 
can is every where present in Mexico ex- 
cept in menial capacities. 
Does bo 


leave lurcative (?) employment in tho 
United States, whore ho is enjoying 
all tho benefits of the gold standard 
prosperity, and go to Mexico to work 
for lower wages, paid in depreciated 
silver coin? Hardly. 
The American 


workman has better sense. He goes to 
Mexico to work at his trade because ho 
can better himself. 
And the fact that 


thousands of American workmen are 
to be found in Mexico is proof of this. 


Now, 
as to other conditions. 
As I 


have before remarked, it is not many 
years ago that the Mexican dollar was 
worth its face value—100 cents—any- 
where in tho world. 
Tho result was 


that mining was the only industry. 
Nothing was manufactured in 
the 


country and comparatively little of 
anything except silver was produced. 
The government tried in every way to 
foster home industries, but without 
success. 
Protective tariffs were tried, 


but without effect. 
As long as tho 


purchasing power of the Mexican dollar 


was greater abroad than at home every- j 
thing—machinery, clothing and inaiiu-' 
factured goods of all kinds, and oven I 
food products—was imported 
from 


abroad. 
All forma of industry were 


paralyzed except mining. The revenue 
of the government seldom or never met 
the .expenses. The national credit was 
bad. Little or no foreign capital came 
in seeking investment. 


About this time the effects of silver 


demonetization in the United States be- 
gan to be felt. The American congress 
had 
been' gradually enhancing the 


value of gold, at the same time ham- 
mering down the price of silver. The 
purchasing power of the Mexican dol- 
lar abroad began to diminish alarm- 
ingly, with a corresponding lessening 
of exports of the coin. 
The money 


stayed at home. It began to pile up in 
the banks. 
Interest was low. 
Money 


became plenty. 
Mexican capitalists 


began to look around at home for op- 
portunities to invest^ Factories were 
built, agricultural resources were de- 
veloped. 
The high premium on gold 


stimulated exports of products. Things 
began to hum. 
And then, strange to 


relate, and contrry to the oft-repeated 
arguments of the gold standard advo- 
cates of our own country, foreign capi- 
tal began to come in for investment. 
Land which was formerly unsalable at 
any price became valuable. All forms 
of industry flourished. 
Only the im- 


porter of foreign goods was heard to 
complain. 
Banks were established, 


railroads built. The government re- 
ceipts for the first time exceeded the 
expenses. There were no panic, from 
the fact that there was no opportunity 
to corner the money supply. The miner 
took his silver to the mints and had it

With 


these dollars he bought everything that 
he needed. 
The money supply began 


at the bottom—wag in the handa of the 
people, in fact—so that there could be 
no 
stringency. 
If 
money 
became 


scarce, the output of the mines was in- 
creased. 
Thus the causes which pro- 


duce panics did not exist. 
This is the 


condition which exists in Mexico'today. 
Only one setback was experienced, and 
that a temporary one. It occurred 
during the fall of 1890 and was due to 
the rise in the pirce of silver causetd 
by American legislation at that time. 
The result of this was that the old con- 
ditions were for a time restored. 
All 


the available Mexican dollars were 
gathered up and shipped out of the 
country. The banks called in all their 
loans possible and stoppde lending. 
A 


period of great stringency set in.

Mexican dollar was worth more abroad 
than at home for the time, and conse- 
quently left the country. But this was 
soon stopped. The price again fell 
and Mexico soon regained her former 
properity, which she is enjoying today. 


Mexico has a cheap monetary stand- 


ard and consequently a rising market. 
The United States has a dear monetary 
standard and a falling market. 
The 


fact that American capita,! is being 
withdrawn aily from the United States 
ansd invested in Mexico should enable 
the person of average intelligence to 
decide which is the better. 
Americans 


in all walks of life are leaving the 
United States daily and establishing 
themselves in Mexico. They do this be- 
cause Mexico is prosperous under her 
silver standard, while 
the 
United 


States is not so under her gold stand- 
ard. 
There is no other reason. 
Both 


countries have practically the same 
tariff policy. 
Both have equal natural 


resources.

Be Once Lived in Pormmouth and Ma<!e 


Hi» Fir»t Dollar B«re—"Mother" Boy- 


er», of Went Second Street, Remem- 


bers Jimmy Well-She TelU au 


luteresttug -Story. 


Telegraphic despatches tell of the 


death of Hon. James M. Ashley, the 
Toledo capitalist and ex-congressman, 
at a sanitarium at Helnia, Michigan. 
Many of the old citizens of Portsmouth 
remember Jimmy Ashley, for it was in 
Portsmouth that Jimmy earned his 
first dollar making soap. The one 
person here more interested in the 
career of the "soap boy" and who 
knew him better than anyone else is 
the aged "Mother" Beyers, with whom 
Jimmy boarded. "Mother" Beyers is 
82 years old and lives alone with her 
sister at 027 West Second street. 
A 


Times reporter called on the good old 
soul this morning and broke the news 
of Jimmy's death. 
She was much 


affected. 


"Know JimmyjAshley ? Well I guess 


I do, better than the mother who 
raised him I expect. He boarded with 
me four years from 1844 to 1848. 
He 


never paid me all for his board, either. 
When he left he gave me his note for 
$50. 
It is in the bureau drawer there 


now. I tried to get it paid but the 
lawyers said they couldn't get anything. 
Yes it was right here in this room 
that Jimmy made his soap. 
He made 


good soap too, and lots of people 
bought it. 
Ho 
got 
a good deal 


of money out of it and when he left 
here he said he was going west to take 
up some land. He said he would come 
back. 
But he would lie a little, that 


was the only thing wrong with him. 
He got as far as Cincinnati and fell in 
love with a rich man's daughter and I 
guess that started him to getting rich. 
They say he is worth lota of money 
now. 


"When Lincoln was a candidate for 


President before the war, Ashley made 
a speech here. He called to see me a 
few minutes. I would not have known 
him, he was so big and nice looking. 
That^vas the last time I ever saw or 
heard of him. Yes, he was a good 
boy, 
awful full of life and always do- 


ing something. 
I don't know where 


he was born, but he ran away from 
home just about the time he could 
walk." 


Ashley was born in Allegheny coun- 


ty, Pa. His parents were Scotch. He 
went to Toledo in 1851. He was in 
congress from 1858 to I860. He intro 
duced the original resolution for the 
impeachment of Andrew Johnson.

Montana.

kind of life and close cou- 
tnct with the people they 
came back to Washington 
wonderfully freshened by

In the mean- 
time thero had been no material reduction in 
the cost of production, tho self binder, the 
gang plow, mower, hny tedder and hay loader 
and all other great improvements in agricul- 
tural machinery havinc como into use prior to 
1878. 
Subsequent modillcntions and improve- 


ments havo been in tho direction of greater 
facility in operation rather than of lessoned 
cost. While it is true that there has been a 
material reduction in tho cost of farming im- 
plements, such reduction has not always re- 
sulted in lessening the cost of production on 
tho farm, as new machines havo often dis- 
placed those which woro but partially worn 
and which were quite as efficient. 


It ia probable that upon farms largo enough 


to warrant tho purchase of full lines of im- 
proved machinery the cost of production has 
thereby boon lessoned 10 per cent, but such 
farms constituting less than 5 por cent of tho 
whole area under cultivation the aggregate 
saving from such economies has hr-<sn alifrht 
and has probably lieon fully .,tf.ni,r. jy ihe 
progressively increasing uso of -^.^>ci-,-oiil 
fertilizers which has been found n*:<.'-ezJ-*ry in 
nil the region c-nst of the Mississippi. »KIT. to 
increase tho fertility of tho land, but simply 
to prevent further deterioration.

While the cost of production cannot have 


been lessened as much as 5 percent since 1875, 
prices for the staple jjrotluets 
of thq farm averaged 8^ par 
cent greater during tho live 
yeara ending with 1875 than 
now. This is especially true 
as respects tho flvo staples- 
corn, wheat, oats, hay and cot- 
ton—which employ 105,000,000 
out of a3fi,000,GOOiieres now de- 
voted to .staple crops.
